Notice to Applicant

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claim 8 is allowed. The following is an Examiner's statement for allowance. 
Independent claim 8 is directed to "automatically calculating a base score to identify 
select ones of the claims which demonstrate at least a given probability of expected 
subrogation recovery dependent upon the received data, wherein calculating a base 
score comprises calculating a likelihood a payment will be made by a legally liable 
party; calculating a probable percentage of losses recovered through payments 
received from said legally liable party; identifying at least one economic factor pertinent 
to said base score; calculating a first adjustment upon said identified at least one 
economic factor".

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However, none of the above reference disclose or fairly suggest "automatically 
calculating a base score to identify select ones of the claims which demonstrate at least 
a given probability of expected subrogation recovery dependent upon the received data, 
wherein calculating a base score comprises calculating a likelihood a payment will be 
made by a legally liable party; calculating a probable percentage of losses recovered 
through payments received from said legally liable party; identifying at least one 
economic factor pertinent to said base score; calculating a first adjustment upon said 
identified at least one economic factor.
